Ever heard the cries of fallen soldiers 
you wen- obliged to leave to their sut 
ferings in order to continue the battle? 
If not you mi mot imagine w h at we 
went through ¡¡t I.iege. 
Some of our 
attacks were by day and others by 
night. 
“Our eili its. re- kless in their brav 
ery, led us 
arced us, encouraged u^ 
to throw a w a y our lives.

was much unne< essnry bloodshed.

ROAD BOND ISSUE 
DECLARED VOID 


Lisbon, 
August 
18.—The 
$25,000 
bond issue of the trustees of Fairfield 
township for the purpose of paving 
the Elkton road out of Columbiana 
for a distance of two and one-third 
miles, was declared void by 
Judge 
Moore in the common pleas court 
Monday and a permanent injunction 
issued, which will serve to restrain 
County Auditor Crooks and the coun­ 
ty budget commissioners from making 
any tax levy to be placed upon the 
tax duplicate to pay for the bonds. 
The ruling of the court will also re­ 
strain the county commissioners from 
entering into any contract with Con­ 
tractors Hepburn & McClain, of Lis­ 
bon, for the paving of the road by 
the use of the money raised from 
the bond sale. 
The court called a halt 011 the pro­ 
posed improvement for 
the 
reason 
that there is 110 statute under which 
the trustees of the township had au­ 
thority to issue bonds for road im­ 
provement through the county com­ 
missioners, as the same should have 
been issued by the latter board. 
The 
peculiar part of the situation is that 
the bonds have been sold 
to 
the 
Brighton German Bank company of 
Cincinnati for $25,870.65 and the con­ 
tract for the work has been awarded 
to Hepburn & McClain. 
The bank 
will now be compelled to have the 
money invested by them in the bonds 
paid back and the contract for the 
work will be cancelled. 
Charles Frederick, wrho pays taxes 
on about $20,000 worth of property in 
Columbiana, filed the action agiaust 
the trustees of the township.

continued fighting. 
Smith was shot through both legs, 
but secured a revolver and continued 
the battle until his ammunition was 
exhausted, \vhen he was commanded 
to retreat with his companions into a 
cornfield at the side of the road, and 
to keep going until the robbers made 
their escape, which they did forth­ 
with, with a small boy who had been 
left in charge of the 
car. 
Within 
half an hour other posses had been 
formed, but the robbers
